at, sujj^ested by the act itself. That in. what was 
the desiL'n, underst.andin^ and expectation of the 
Le"ii»Uilure, in makiiigthe allowanceof fivchuu- 
drod doIlar.<4 per annum to the Treasurer? 

The Legisliiturc bus said, in the act under con- 
aidcr.'itioii, that the allowance was made to the 
Treasurer, “to enable him U) employ the services 
of a clerk, to aid him in the performance of Ins 
duties.” In the opinion of your committee, the 
woriU just quoted from the act, show that the 
Legislature understood that Mr. WintersrcTth 
could not rc.asonably perform all the duties of 
his office; tliat the service.’^ of a clerk were need 
ed by him; that he was not able, out of his ow 
salary, to employ those services, and that he 
ought not to be required to do so. Under these 
circumst.anccs the Legislature passed the ici, 
allowing five hundred dollars t>> the Treasur- 
er, “to enable him'' os they say, “to employ the 
.services ol a clerk U) aid him in the performance 
of his duties ** We- presume thut the I^ogisla 
ture expected the Trc.asurcr to employ a clerk 
with the allowance, else the act would not hav 
CfmtaineJ any reference to the employment of _ 
clerk. We arc forced to this opinion, or else to 
presume that the Legislature used those words as 
a cover to some design which they could not or 
w’ould not carry out, directly or opcniv — a pro 
sumption not to be indulged* for a moment. The 
fact that the appropriation was made directly to 
the Treasurer, turnishes no argument against the 
view just expressed, because the Treasurer, be 
ing himself alone responsible for the proper 
management ol hi.s office, ought to have the pow- 
cr to select such a person, as his clerk, in » hom 
he had confidencil, and no doubt but that was 
thought of when the .act was passed. AVe can 
couceire of no rea.son for tlie addition of the 
words “to enable him to employ the services of a 
clerk to aid him in the performance of his du 
tics,” to the allowance, unless it was to 
point out its appropriation and use. We are 
satisfied that a maiority of the Legislature who 
passed the act did not intend or expect tho allow- 
ance to be retained by the Treasurer — the words 
of the act last quoted forbid such an idea — nci 
thcr can it be supposed that the Legislature de- 
signed employing tbe Treasurer as a clerk, or 
that he should employ himself as a elcrk in an 
office of which be himself was the chief iiini head. 

The Legislature would never do such an act, or 
confer such power on any public officer, for it would 
thereby destroy all responsibility, set a most per- 
nicious preceilcnt, justly subject itself to the charge 
of recklessness, and richly merit condemnation. 

But suppose we concede, for a moment, that the 
Legislature meant that .Air AVintersmith should 
tiischarge the duties for which the alluwance was 
made, and retain it, into what a ridieuleus 
and anomalous posture it puts the Legisla- 
ture! By such a concession Air. AVintsr- 
sinith is authorized by the Legislature to »n 
ter into a contract with .Mr. Winler.smilh, 

■arhereby he becomes not only Treasurer of Kei- 
tucky, at a salary of Sl,'99, but also the cleik 
of the Treasurer, [himself,] at a salary of $500! 

Wc cannot think the Legislature ever intended 
any such thing as that, and therefore dismis.s anv 
such idea. , We cannot either entertain the pr<- 
sumption that the Legislature, or a majoritv of 
it, intended, under cover of allowing clerk’s hire, 
to increase the salary of tho Treasurer. If i: 
thought his salary too low, and wished toincreas. 
it, the presumption is that it wuuld have 'done s. 
by a direct vote, and this is the only presuinptioi 
wc can indulge on that subject, for wetannot en- 
tertain an opinion so humiliating and so degrad 
ing to the Legislature of a great Commoiiwealtl 
and free people, as to suppose for an instant that 
it had not both the cour.ige and houcstv to do 
boldly \i hatever its wi.sdoni dictated. 

This view of the whole statute, brings the 
committee to the opinion that though bv the 
wording of tho act .Air. Wintersmith was leg.allv 
entitled to draw the allowance, and had a like 
power as to its appropriation, yet, that in a strict 
tiewof the spirit and intention of the act ns 
gathered from it.self, the appropitation to himself 
of the money was in violation of the under- 
standing, design, and expectation ol the Legisla* ate to incorporate 
ture, or a m.ijority ot the members, who passed thiana 
the act, and that therefore he was not, in that 
view of the act, entitled to the money, and it 
should net have been drawn from the Treasury 
unless he had actually employed a clerk. 

AVe arc authorized to construe laws so as to 
carry out the intention of the Legislature. We 
ran only get at that intoutioti by putting our- 
selves, as near as wc can, in the same situation it 
was, by surrounding ourselves with the same cir- 
cumstances, and by taking into consideration the 
same facts it had under consideration. Wc have 
endeavored to do thi*. .And we have, as before 
statetl in tins report, come to the conclusion that 
the Legislature must have understood that the 
Treasurer could not, hy reasonable -labor, dis- 
charge the duties of his office; that a clerk was 
therefore neccs-sary to aid him in their discharge, 
and that the Treasurer was not peeuniarilv able to 
employ such services. The Legislature’, there- 
fore, "to enable the Treasurer to employ the sere, ices 
of a clerk to aid him in the performance of his du.- 
ties," and to remedy the evil it thought existed, 
passed the net allowing to him the sum of $300 per 
annum. .Alcrely looking then, at the reasons which 
wc suppose influenced the Legislature to make 
the allowance, gathered from the language of 
only a part of the act, and leaving out of view 
the provision of the other part of the act, we 
would unhesitatingly say that Air. Wintersmith 
is not entitled to retain tho allowance. But wc 
must look at the whole act, take all its provis- 
ions together, and if we find the act plain, ex- 
press and positive, or its letter in conflict w ith its 
seeming intention, the latter must govern us. In 
the case before us, wc arc satisfied that the law is 
plain, express and positive; that the allowance of 
$500 per annum “to the Treasurer:’ is complete; 
that the words “to enable him to employ the ser- 
vices of a clerk to aid him in tbe performance of 
his duties,” do not imperartvcly require him to 
pay the same to a clerk, (although it puts it into 
the power of the Treasurer to do so if he chsioses 
and in oui- opinion shows that the Leoislaturc 
ve it (or that purpose, and expected that it 
ould be so applied,) and that the positive and 
express enactment must prevail over the inten- 
tion whieh wc have thought was found in the 
words last above quoted. AVe therefore again 
give it as our opinion that the Treasurer is, by 
a strict legal construction of the act of 1653-4’, i 
entitled to draw and retain the allowance made 
itt taid act.

If the pas.sage of such nn act cannot be obtained, 
to apply to the proper offiecr at W.nhington city, 
to suspend the contemplated .sale of Wolf Island, in 
.Alay next, until the question of boundary between 
this State and Missouri is definitively settled, in 
order to ascertain which of said Stales has the 
right of jurisdiction over said Island. 3rd. That 
the Governor be requested to tr.insmit to each of 
tlie Senators and Representatives in Congress 
from this State, a copy of the foregoing report 
and resolutions. 

4. Be it further resoloed, Tliat for the purpose of 
having a definitive settlement of the Inundary be- 
tween this State and the State of Missouri, the 
Governor be requested to take the neee.ss iry steps 
to effect th.at object, either by reference to disin- 
terested and discreet persons, not exceeding three 
HI number, neither of whom to be eitiiens of a 
Stale that borders on tlie river Alissis.sippi, or bv 
a suit in equity in the proper tribunal. And to 
defray the expenses incident to such proceedings, 
the Governor is authorized to receive from the 
Treasury the necessary sums of money, not ex- 
ceeding. however, in the aggregate, fifteen Inia- 
dred dollars.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, “I’liat no religious, 
benevolent, or eleemosynary society, shall take 
or receive any bequest or devise, the annual in- 
come of which shall exceed five thousand dol- 
lars, or which shall exceed one-fourth of the tes- 
tator’s estate; and any bequest or devise to nny 
such society, whether directly or indirectly 
through the intervention of another, must be 
made at least two months before the death of the 
testator. Bequests and devises not in accord- 
ance witli this act shall be null and void. 

.Mr. McELROY moved to amend the bill by- 
striking out all after the word “another,” print- 
ed in italics, and insert the following words: 
unless made before the Inst sickness of tbe 
testator, shall be null nnd void.”

with the Table-laud, and lienco equal in extent 
to four thousand four hundred square miles; or, 
in other wo.-ds, equal in volume to a solid block 
of coal eight feet high, twenty miles wide, and 
two hundred and twenty miles long. This, for 
ttie present, we give as a safe estimate, thougli 
we believe the qu intiiy to be greater.” — A'asAeiffr 
Union and Amtrican.

Slitlby t'ollegc Lottery. 

The Senate, on yesterday, by a vote of eighteen 
to twelve, passed a bill for the benefit of Stielbi 
College, granting it the privilege of raising mo- 
ney by lottery. 

It will be reincmbcred tlial tiie Legislature ol 
this State, at its sc.ssioii of IB.Jfi.T, passed an act 
in whicli privilege was given to raise by lottery a 
sum not exceeding nne hundred thousand dollars, 
to be appropriated for lli* use and benefit of Shel- 
by College, riiu [lower to raise this sum was 
vested in certain managers. 

By tlie Revised Statutes all lotterv privileges 
tiicretoforc granted hy tlic Legislature were re- 
pealed. Tltosc interested in Shelby College ap- 
plied to the pre.sciil General Assembly to inveai 
them, for tlie benefit of said College, with a lot- 
tery prieilege. Tlie bill wbicli tlicy proposed did 
not ask a revival of the privilege granted by the act 
of 1837, which was repe.alcd by tbc Revised Scat 
utes, but provided for au entirely new grant, to 
eontinue ten years. Tliis bill was defeated in the 
Senate mainly on tlie ground that it asked a new 
grant instead of a revival of tin old grant. .A re- 
consideration by wliioli ths bill was rejected, liav- 
ing been ordered, Mr. Bullock offered tlic bill 
which passed yesterdtiy, as a substitute. The 
Senate rejected the substitute offered by Mr. 
Woodson, which, tolidem verbis, revived the act oj 
1-937, and the acts amendatory thereof, and 
which, if passed, would have placed Shelby College 
in the precise condition she was before the euloplion 
of the Revised Statutes. 

The substitute of Mr. Bullock, it will be ob- 
served, re enacts (sot revives) the act of 1337, 
for ihebeoefit and in favor of Shelby College, except 
so far as its provisions conflict withthe provisions o' 
this act. 1 f tlic re-enaeting cl.iiise of the substi- 
tute of Ml B. is construed in connection with 
other portions of the act, we think it would not 
take a Philadelphia lawyer to show that the Sen- 
ate of Kentucky has authorized Shelby College to 
r.iise money by a lottery which is to exist in perpe- 
tuity. We bad supposed that the public senti- 
ment of the State, embodied in the Revised Stat- 
utes, would have been sufficient to deter the rep- 
resentatives of the people from licensing the 
worst species of gambling, iniquitous and ruinous 
in its consequences to every class of citizens. 

If the Legislature of 1832 destroyed rights 
which had vested in Shelby College, and if the 
buildings of that institution were erected upon 
the faitli of the act of 1837, revive that act in her 
favor. Do not outrage the settled public senti- 
ment of the State and the cause of morality, bv 
authorizing (under the guise of a revival) a, netv 
grant of lottery privileges to exist in perpetflity.

G. Brank. decide that it is not expedient that the 
pastoral relation between the Rev. Mr. Brank and 
the Second Church of Lexington be dissolved. 

On motion, adjourned. 

Closed with prayer by Rev. Dr. Hill, of Lou- 
isville. J. p. SAFFORD, Moderator.

The commissioners from Louisville urged the 
importance of the field, and the wants of their 
church, their hopes and cipectation.s that Mr. B.

The commissioners of Lexington replied that 
precisely the same reasons led them to resist the 
call, with tlie additional one that it was breaking 
up a certain for an untried relation of usefulness.
